In Porto Rico 


Miss Whitney continues to report ex- 
cellent progress in her work in Porto Rico. 
The formation of a new antituberculosis 
association there is a distinct achievement 
and with the added impetus which is 
being given by Theodore Roosevelt, Gov- 
ernor of the Island, it is hoped to reduce 
the appallingly high death rate from tu- 
berculosis, At present it is estimated to 
be 300 per 100,000 so there is much work 
to be done in the way of prevention and 
scientific control. 

Miss Whitney reports that the seal sale, 
in spite of the impoverished condition of 
the island, received remarkable support 
and they hope the total will reach $10,000. 
Miss Whitney gave several radio broad- 
casts and campaigned throughout the Is- 
land with the Committee during the sale. 
She will return the first part of March.

the Cattaraugus County Health 
Demonstration in Southwestern New 
York to do so under favorable and 
auspicious circumstances. Plans are 
being made for a party, to be spe- 
cially conducted, to travel by bus 
from Syracuse to Cattaraugus Coun- 
ty, with arrangements for return for 
those who may wish to do so, or for 


continuation of journey to final des-| 


tination as desired. 

A special chartered bus will leave 
Syracuse at 2:00 p. m. Thursday, 
May 14, stopping overnight at Wat- 
kin’s Glen, one of the most beautiful 
resorts in New York, and arriving at 
Olean, the county seat of Cattaraugus 
County at 12:30 p. m. on Friday. 
The bus fare from Syracuse to Olean 
will be approximately $5.25, if the 
bus is filled. If the bus is not filled, 
the fare will be raised accordingly. 
Arrangements can be made as in the 
case of the Saranac Lake pilgrimage 
for those traveling on special trip 
tickets or certificate plan, to take this 
trip as a sidetrip, without nullifying 
their reduced transportation. 

The route from Syracuse to Olean 
passes through the beautiful and 
famed Finger Lakes District of cen- 
tral New York.

1. The new Health Center Building, 
well equipped for the housing of all of 
the county health and welfare agencies, 
both official and non-official. 

2. County Public Laboratory. 

3. Epidemiological study of tuberculosis 
in the rural area of the county, including 
tuberculin testing and X-ray, carried on 
with the advice of Dr. Opie and associates. 

4. The most intensive sickness survey 
ever undertaken in a rural area, being 
carried on by the U. S. Public Health 
Service with a corps of field workers. 

5. One of the most effective generalized 
nursing programs in any rural county of 
the United States. 

6. An effective county health unit with 
adequate support from public funds.

Mrs. George Waller of Burlington, 
Wisconsin. She tells with pride of 
having sold seals in 1908, the year 
the Wisconsin Anti-Tuberculosis As- 
sociation was organized with head- 
quarters in Milwaukee. In 1909 Dr. 
Harvey Dee Brown, the first paid 
worker of the Wisconsin Anti-Tuber- 
culosis Association made a trip 
through Southern Wisconsin and 
Mrs, Waller entertained him in her 
home. She says, “Dr. Brown was an 
eloquent and convincing speaker and 
awoke in the people of Burlington an 
enthusiasm which had lasting effects.” 

Mrs. Waller was elected secretary 
of the Burlington Public Health As- 
sociation when it was organized in 
1912. Ten years later she became 
treasurer of the association and still 
holds that position. Mrs. Waller 
writes to the BULLETIN about the 
work as follows: 

“The little Association has always 
kept in close contact with the State 


Association, to which, and especially . 


to Dr. Hoyt E. Dearholt, it is in- 
debted for ever ready help and coun- 
sel. Every advance step taken by 
National or State Associations, Bur- 
lington has tried to follow. She was 
one of the first cities to put a nurse 
in her schools, to supply the schools 
with abundant health literature; to 
provide milk lunches, dental and op- 
tical care and in every way to safe- 
guard the health of her children; 
while free clinics for adults and chil- 
dren are frequently held. 

“The funds for the work are sup- 
plied by 50 per cent of the seal sale 
granted to local associations. Bur- 
lington has no paid workers, and no 
overhead expenses of any kind, the 
city and School Board are both liberal 
in granting use of room for clinics. 
In the seal sale Burlington is classed 
with cities of from 3500 to 7500 pop- 
ulation, and for several years we have 
held our position at the top of the

Mrs. Waller con- 
tributed articles to the local news- 
papers, sold seals and took an enthu- 
siastic, active part as usual last year. 

Dr. Emerson comments, “She is 
a friend the value of whose contribu- 
tion to our work is appreciated not 
only in her own state but throughout 
the country.” 


Opens Workshop 


“After months of study and planning the 
Boston Tuberculosis Association opened 
its Workshop for patients with arrested 
tuberculosis at the old Tyler Street Public 
School on October 20, 1930. 

“Before the shop was opened the De- 
partment Stores of the city were canvassed 
with a view to securing Christmas orders. 

“The Shop opened with twenty-four 
workers—twelve men and twelve women 
—all discharged Sanatorium patients. All 
workers are examined by Dr. Cleaveland 
Floyd, Director of Tuberculosis Clinics of 
Department of Health of the City of 
Boston. The workers are paid by the 
hour. A hot lunch is furnished without 
cost. All patients are examined monthly. 
The Workshop is open from nine to five 
daily except Sunday.” 

The above is taken from the February 
issue of the Massachusetts Health Jour- 
nal.
